Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 30 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

2. Claims 43 and 44 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot be dependent on another multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 43 and 44 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 lacks antecedent basis for the fiber wall. Claim 2 the "one or more first ... 
hollow tubes" is already recited in claim 1 making the claim indefinite. Similar problems 
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exist with claim 3 and the two hollow tubes, claim 8 and the first and second fibers and 
claim 9 and the first and second hollow tubes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 30-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gorsuch #5735809 in view of Oishi (EP 0882494 A1 .) 

7. Gorsuch discloses an in vivo plasma separation device. As noted in reference to 
the embodiment of Figures 4-7 the device includes a elongated hollow tube 59 having a 
series of hollow micro porous fibers (40) extending therefrom. Not disclosed by this 
reference are the varying mass density zones in the micro fibers. 

8. Oishi discloses a micro filtration device having hollow fibers. The fibers have 
varying mass density zones. The pores are 0.01 urn to 1um in the high mass density 
zone and from 5 to 30um in the low mass density zones. As illustrated in Figure 2 the 
mass density varies and depending on how the image is divided could obviously have 2, 
3, 4 or 5 zones. The combination of pore sizes creates a structure that is both strong 
and has excellent fractionation performance and water permeation performance. 
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9. Given this disclose it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
make the micro fibers in Gorsuch's device with varying mass density zones as taught be 
Oishi to provide a filtration device that is both strong and has excellent fractionation and 
water permeation performance. 

1 0. Claims 2- 29 appear to avoid the prior art. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
